Amend the Law relating to Probates and Letters 
of Administration in Ireland. 

~r HERE AS it is expedient to amend the Law relating to Preamble. 

/ Probates and Letters of Administration, and that all Juris- 
diction in relation to the Grant and Revocation of Pro- 
bates of Wills and Letters of Administration in Ireland should be 
5 exercised, in the Name of Her Majesty, by One Court : Be it 
enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the 
Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the Autho- 
rity of the same, as follows : 

10 I. This Act (except where otherwise specially provided) shall ftjjre 
come into operation on such Day, not sooner than the First Day 
of January One thousand eight hundred and fifty-eight, as the Lord 
Lieutenant shall by Order in Council appoint, provided that such 
Order shall be made One Month at least previously to the Day so to 
15 be appointed. 

II. In the Construction of this Act, unless the Context be incon- 
sistent with the Meaning hereby assigned — „
